The source found out about the groip from tlie directotof ''iKtourist’’ in Italy, 
a lesion, called Diyev* Ho in turn directd tho source to w Ital*tourist a whose 
director is tho Italian Dr* Gapodicasa* Upon learning that the souroe had 
anttorizationfrora Hr* Ddyev to loam nor© about tho tourist fraa rt Ital* tourist **, 
tii© director*© assistant disclosed that part of tho group was staying at the 
Hotel «KLoyd« on iOcssandrin St* 110 (tcflL. 662977). 



3» Tho sourco made his first attempt at acontact at 8*30 P.H* on i2ay S3, 1966 in tho 
hotel lobby, but was informed tiiat the loader of tixo grotp would moot him in 
20 minutes* At- 6*56 the source was met by the leader of the grow, a female, 
who spoke fTusnrfc Ukrainian and lot source know that tho entire group in this 
hotel, was composed of Ulcrrinions Ikon all the oblast r of tho Ukraine, altogether 
sene IDO people* She iris very happy to have someone visit than* Tho source posed 
to her as a Ukrainian, living in Italy for scam time, and expressed e desire to 
moot some of tho people from the grow* She agreed to send some down to meet him* 



4* While waiting tho source began to road the Ulxraii'd.an newspaper (’’The 1’cy to 

Victory*’) that he happened to .have ulthfein at tjse tine* Within minutes the source 
was approached by a tremor app, 35 years old, 1*65 m, tall, dirty blorsde, wear- 
ing eye$,osces, and speaking fluent Ulu’aininn, A pleasant convpersation ensued 
during which the source placed tho newspaper- on the table nearby. To tills .Subject 
the source posed as a Ulcrainian from tho Lvivska oblast, living in Italy since 
before tho war, having studied here in Italy, and now working at an Italian 
radio station, and teaching at a Ukrainian gymnasium in Remo. The Subject dis-' 
closed that she was from Lviv and also a lecturer. She wen very surprised to 
hear that tho Ukrainian emigrants were so wall organised in their own organi- 
sations. 



5* During the eovorsation with tho female Subject, a mole Subject about 45 years 
old, tall and slightly fat, looking as a bower, brown haired, with a low wri»- 
Ided forehead and tho loft eye slightly croosoyed sat down quietly next to the 
source and began looking over the nowspapor. He appeared to bo a very cold 
individual and tho source judged him to bo the guard* 



6, Shortly after, more Subjects began arriving around tho source, 'toot of then wore 
females, all over 35 years of age and even alroudy greying* All of then spoke 
fluent Ukrainian with a fau exceptions and only once did tho source hoar Russian 
spoken* They questioned tho source very amiably and wore very surprised at his 
fluent Ukrainian*

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Some of the female Subjects* became interested in the newspaper that tho "boxer* 
laid down* Ho iKioadintodly grabbed it sway fron tho interstod Subject and ao* 
cuaod the source of being from Mounohon and desirous to sot 15) hostile propaganda 
and at the same tine obtain information about Ukraine* Then he told tho source 
that ho should read tho Soviet Ukrainian press, Si reply tho source produced a 
few newspapers among xiblch xjsc t'-o "Litoraturna Ukraina" printed in the UkdSR, 
and praised it as quite good, loot of tho females in tho group uphold the apjsidift- 
al, claiming it to bo about the only good paper in j;*ho UkSSK, The "boxer" invited 
the source to tour tho UfcSSR and see hot*; different' it in at the present. At this 
point one of tho females asked the source if he bad ary relatives in the UkiSR. 

Eo replied that ho 14ft behind his father and brother, tho later, however* died 
in a catastrophe in 1962 near bviv, Tho Subjects imeadiatodly tried to link 
up tho catastrophe with one known to them* Tho source commented that occasion- 
ally ho sand said to his father at xMch the “boxer® objected, claiming that 
pensions ccdstod in the Soviet Union, The source commented that from tho latest 
reports of tho 23rd Congress of tho GP^U it wan evident that not everything has 
been done about the pensions, One female added that pensions have bean lately 
premised to women#. Most of them, though, agreed that a son ' hasttha obligation 
to aid his parents* In tho meantime tho newspaper disappeared from the tibia, 
aril when tho “boxer" discovered it in tho hands of one of tho Subject Is he 
was not alls to do aiythinggalout it, 

8# Shortly the bus tliat was to toko them to thocity arrived and the subjects depasIrtW 
ed*to board tlx bus, The source stood nearby and waved tho group off utile they 
in turn waved good-bye very amiably. 



9, On May 26, 1966 the source phoned DSyov of "Zhtcurist* but xfeso unallo to get 
ogy further infomation. His attempts to obtainothe names of tho Subjects wero 
lx? t successful. 
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
